INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
THURSDAY JULY 10, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity increased in the Southwest Area,
necessitating the mobilization of a Type Il Incident Management Team.
Increased initial attack activity was reported for the Great Basin and
Rocky Mountain Areas. Good progress continued on the large fires in
Alaska. Resource mobilization through NICC increased with the
mobilizations of a caterer, shower, radio system, helicopters, smokejumper
aircraft and miscellaneous overhead. Fire dangers remain high to extreme
throughout the southern portion of the western United States.

ALASKA LARGE FIRES:

INOWAK, Southwest Area Forestry, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident
Management Team (Kechter) is assigned. This fire in southwest Alaska is
threatening the villages of Sleetmute, Red Devil and Stony River. The
spot fires on the east side increased in size significantly yesterday.
Emergency evacuation plans for the three villages are being finalized.

CAMP LAKE, Tok Area Forestry, Alaska State. This fire iIs between Tok and
North way. The southeast corner of the fire displayed minor activity
yesterday. Helicopter bucket work was utilized on the active portion.
Ground forces continued to mop-up the south and west sides of the fire.

BUTTE CREEK, Fairbanks Area Forestry, Alaska State.. The fire was very
active along the south side. Strong, gusty winds and warm temperatures
enhanced fire behavior, although higher relative humidity prevented any
major runs. Structure protection is in place for cabins along the
southern perimeter.

OUTLOOK:

Arizona will be partly cloudy in the central and eastern portions, with
scattered afternoon thunderstorms. Western Arizona will be sunny. High
temperatures will range from the 70"s in the mountains to 109 in the
deserts.

New Mexico and Colorado will be partly cloudy with scattered afternoon
thunderstorms, especially over the mountains. Temperatures will be in the
60"s and 70"s in the mountains, and the 80"s and 90"s at the lower
elevations.

Partly cloudy skies, cooler temperatures, and a few showers and
thunderstorms are forecast for the northern and central portions of
Nevada. Sunny and hot conditions will dominate the south. Temperatures
will range from the 70"s in the north to near 105 in the southern deserts.

California will have partly cloudy skies in the north with a few showers
near the Oregon border. The southern and central portions will be mostly
sunny. Coastal temperatures will be in the 60"s and 70"s. Temperatures
will range from the 70"s and 80"s in the mountains to the 90"s and 100"s
in the valleys and deserts.

An upper trough, over the Bering Sea, will result in a moist southwesterly
flow over much of Alaska. Mostly cloudy skies with areas of rain are
possible in the northern and western portions of the state. The interior
will have scattered showers and thunderstorms. Temperatures will be a
little cooler, ranging from the 50°s along the coast and the 60°s in the
interior.
